Two new theaters, to be built and 
controlled by a company now being or- 
ganized by Sol. N. Oppenheimer, presi- 
dent of the Lyric Amusement Co., pro- 
prietor and lessee of Suburban Park, 
are promised for St. Louis in the near 
future, and the location of each has 
virtually been decided on. One, a star- 
stock, straight dramatic house, will 
probably be built on the west side of 
Sixth street, between Market and Wal- 
nut, the structure running from the al- 
ley midway on the Sixth street block 
to Walnut, and the other, a 10-20-30 
vaudeville house, will be on the north- 
west corner of Market and Sixth 
Streets, both thus being within what is 
known as the ‘theater loop.” 

The location of the first house is the 
Same as was originally contemplated 
about a year ago, but the deal for 
which was prevented by the high rent 
asked by certain leaseholders. These 
leases, however) expire Jan. 1, 1907,- un- 
til which time Mr. Oppenheimer holds 
an option on the property, and this op- 
tion is reasonably certain to be closed 
before that date. The establishment of 
the vaudeville theater but a stone's 
throw distant is am entirely new enter- 
prise. The site for this latter house 
will be obtained from the Southern 
Realty Co., owners of the property, and 
the building of both houses will begin 


next spring. 


Oppenhelmer Explains Plan. 


In discussing the matter Saturday, 
Mr. Oppenheimer said: 

“J shall organize a company in* the 
near future, and it is likely that St. 
Louis, Chicago and New York men will 
be interested in the new project. The 
present plan is to capitalize the com- 
pany for $160,000, with a bond issue of 
200,000, though this capitalization is 
subject to increase if found necessary. 
The straight dramatic house for a star 
stock company, which will be known 
as the Lyric Theater, will probably 
also include an office building, the 
entire structure costing not less than 
$200,000, as this is the provision under 
which we secure a 99-year lease on 
the property. No decision has yet 
been reached as to the cost of the sec- 
ond building, which will house the 
vaudeville theater. 

“T have investigated the subject suf- 
ficiently to know that we can make the 
offerings all right. My experience at the 
Suburban this summer has snown me 
that I can get the necessary stars for 
our star-stock theater. When I first 
reached out for Miss Amelia Bingham, 
for Herbert Kelcey and Effie Shannon, 
and for Maude Fealey, I was told that I 
could not get them. I did get them, 
however, but I was then warneu that I 
would lose money by paying Miss Bing- 
ham the price she demanded—-$1000 a 
week—and ' meeting the figures of the 
other stars, but this, too, has thus far 
proved to be a false prophecy. The local 
public has made Miss’ Bingham's en- 
gagement so great a success that it has 
proved most:'profitable to us, :eading us 
to extend her engagement for an addi- 
tional week, and I am confident of sim- 
ilar success with the stars still to come. 
We shall engage a first-class stock com- 
pany to support our stars of the regular 
dramatic season. 

“As for the attractions to be secured 
‘for our 10-20-30 vaudeville house, 
there will be no difficulty. I have 
looked over the field carefully and 
have learned that the booking can be 
done in yee and first-class vaude- 
ville attractions obtained. In our first 
movements toward the establishment 
of this house, We made an effort to se- 
cure a lease on the Century Theater, 
but this deal was abandoned and we 
have virtually decided upon the 
northwest corner of Market and Sixth 
as the location, 

“lt have also been offered sufficient 
Capital to carry out these two pro- 
jects, so that there is no doubt of the 
two theaters being built and conduct- 
ed along the lines already set forth. 
Iam in the regular winter theatrical 
field to stuy, and I have no hesitancy 
in declaring that the company which 
I am organizing will have two the- 
aters | in Operation in St. Louis next 
year.”

Plans for a vast system of under- 
ground freight terminals, to extend be- 
neath the wholesale district, will be 
outlined by Albert T, Perkins, the $10,- 
000-a-year expert of Mayor Wells’ Ter- 
minal Commission, and Robert Moore, 
engineer, and will be elaborated in a 
report soon to be prepared by the com- 
mission. 

This subway plan depends on the plan 
set forth in the first report of the com- 
mission, now in the hands of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. The first report rec- 
Ommends that the city acquire Eads 
Bridge asa Municipal Free Bridge, and 
that the railroads build a new canti- 
lever bridge at the foot of Poplar 
street. Recommendations for increased 
ferry service and freight warehouse 
facilities were also contained in the re- 
port. 

Mr. Perkins said Saturday to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the subway 
scheme was of such mugnitude that it 
will require separate and exhaustive in- 
vestigation. Hence it was not in the 
first report. The subway system recom- 
mended will be in many points like that 
in Chicago. 

The preliminary report, which was 
submitted to the Cemmission Friday, 
and later sent by the Commission to 
the Municipal Assembly, covers 47 type- 
writien pages. 


Two Problems Named, 

The report is divided in two sections. 
The first recommends plans for provid- 
ing facilities in St. Louis for the prompt 
and economical receipt and delivery of 
freight. The second part details plans 
to solve. the problem of bridges and 
ferries in the interchange of freight 
across the Mississippi. 

The first part begins with a descrip- 
tion of the present terminal's facilities. 
The. Mill Creek Valley, the yards in 
South St. Louis and North St. Louis 
are shown to be inadequate for the 


present needs of the city as the freight ! 
re- | 
Louis and | 


tonnage, according to the report, 
ceived and forwarded at St. 
East St. Louis, has more than doubled 
during the last seven years. 

The report urges the immediate en- 
largement of terminal yards. For this 
purpose it advises that the railroads 
be given the right to condemn proper- 
ty for this purpose. 

Encourage Combination. 


The report advises, however, that in 
granting franchises for yards that it 
would be better if this were done for 
the railroads in common, instead of 
granting privileges to individual roads. 
The city is also urged in the report to 
consider in granting such rights what 
the city needs or may need in the way. 
of public parks and for other civic pur- 


poses. 

Taking up the discussion of the pres- 
ent team track rooms, the report shows 
by charts and figures than the present 
conditions are more than inadequate. It 
urges the immediate doubling of the 
present team track room. 

According to the report, the total team 
track room in St. Louis is 1600 cars. 
Many of these tracks are not properly 
constructed or Jaid out. 

To alleviate this condition the report 
urges immediate expansion of the team 
track space. 

In this connection the report suggests 
that each manufacturing plant and 
wholesale house bulld sidings and 
switches to relieve the congestion which 
necessarily results when cars are loaded 
and unloaded in the yards proper. 

After these recommendations, the re- 
port launches into several new ideas 
concerning freight houses. 

Mr. Moore was the originator of sev- 
eral of these plans. Several months ago, 
in an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, he ke enthusiastically of 
the magnificent freight house systems 
of England. 

In London, he said, freight conges- 
tion is eliminated by a svstem of big 
freighthouses operated in connection 
with branch freighthouses and sta- 
tions. Recommendations for such a 
systeni are made in this preliminary 
report, and will be enlarged upon in 
succeeding reports,

tracks to Main street, a distance of 500 
feet. This warehouse would be accessi- 
ble from Eads Bridge and also from 
Main street. 

The plan provides for combining of 
Cupples Station and the Tenth Street 
Station of the Terminal in a huge 
freight station. Charts of the track 
room here and of the warehouse in Cup- 
les Station, which could be convenient- 
y used, illustrate the,report in its rec- 
ommendation of this plan. 
The freight substation idea is carried 
out in the recommendation that a sta- 
tion of subsidiary character be built in 
the Mill Creek Valley between Vande- 
venter avenue and Tower Grove avenue. 
The report then takes up plans for 
the better interchange of freight across 
the river. A good portion of the report 
is given to the advantages of utilizing 
the city’s holdings on the wharf for fer- 
ry docks and in this way building up a 
great ferry system. 


Extend Wharf East. 


The plan outlines the great system of 
New York. Across the North River, be- 
tween New York and the New Jersey 
shore the ferry boats are almost as 
thick as hansoms on Fifth avenue. All 
along the New York and Jersey river 
fronts are lines of wharfs. 


St. Louis has holdings along six miles 
of wharf between East Grand avenue 
and Dorcas street. The report advises 
that this be utilized for wharf purposes. 
It also suggests that the wharf be ex- 
tended eastward into the river. 
After reciting the discomforts and 
dangers of the present tunnel of Kads 
bridge and the inconvenient location of 
Merchants. bridge in connection -with 
Mill Creek Valley, the report urges the 
building by the railroads of a four- 
track cantilever. bridge at the foot of 
Poplar street. This would mean a vir- 
tual extension of Mill Creek Valley 
east across the river. 

The report advises that in granting a 
franchise to the railroads for the build- 
ing of this bridge there should be pro- 
vision for turning Eads Bridge over to 
the city for use’ as a public highway. 
The exact uses to which the Eads 
Brid could be put in the transfer of 
freight across the river are not en- 
tered into in detail. 


New Four-Track Bridge. 


Plans for the bridge, as owned by 
the city, relate to the transferring 
across the river of wagons and other 
vehicles, beside foot passengers. The 
question of bringing over freight is

Two reasons are given for deciding 
upon a cantilever structure. The first 
is that an act of’ Congress requires 
that a bridge at St. Louis, constructed 
below the Eads Bridge, shall be built 
with “an unbroken and continuous 
span.’ The second is that piers in 
the river at this point would inter- 
fere with navigation and ferry traffic. 

The suspension span, as proposed, 
will be 1600 feet in length. The clear 
height of the main span above the 
curb level of the wharf, between Mar- 
ket and Walnut streets, is 60 feet. 
This height is 15 less than is required 
by the act of Congress, and it is 10 
feet greater than the existing height 
at the Merchants’ and Eads bridges. 
But, if necessary, a full clearance of 
75 feet will be provided. 

To erect this bridge, one of great 
weight, ft will be necessary to rest 
the piers on bedrock. It will not be 
necessary to go beyond a depth of 36 
feet on the west side or of 98 feet on 
the east side, or three feet lower than 
at the east abutment. of the Eads 
Bridge. 

This bridge will be-free from the 
noxious gases and darkness of the 
tunnel. It will be.in the open; and for 
this reason will assure greater safety. 
A signal system can ‘be installed, so 
that trains may follow each other at 
intervals of 40 to 60 seconds. As there 
will be four tracks, instead of two, 
the traffic capacity will be eight times 
that of Eads Bridge. 


Surpassing Bridge Planned. 


Speaking of the proposed bridge, En- 
gineer Moore said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter’ Saturday that it.. world in 
several features surpass any other 
bridge in the world. 


“The bridge which the Grand Trunk 
Railroad is building across the St. Law- 
rence River at Quebec is the only bridge

Han- 
dicapped, he shrugs his shoulders, turns 
his palms upwards and tries to sell his 
note paper. 

Yet day after day, hour after hour,

home and tries to sell his writing paper. 
Some days he makes % cents—yes, all 
of that! Some days he makes even #0 
ents. Some days he makes nothing. 
Those are the days the broken dishes 
have nothing upon them, but the grease 
of the last meal. 

When Ikey, the baby, was ushered 
into the world two weeks ago, the 
long, gray beards of the rabbi and 
the neighbors shook as their owners 
nodded their heads in doubt. 

“The baby will never live,” said the 
rabbi. “The mother is too ill. The 
baby is not healthy. There is no 
light or air in the room. Baby can- 
not live.” . 

Friends of the mother appealed to 
the Pure Milk Commission and the 
King’s Daughters. From the one they 
obtained pure, modified, sterilized 
milk, from the other 12% pounds of 
oe a day to keep the milk from sour- 
ng. 

Baby has lived two weeks when it 
seemed he could not live, He is 
healthy looking for a baby of two 
weeks. 

This Schroot case is one of thou- 
sands reached daily by the Milk Com- 
mission and the King’s Daughters. 

A family cannot spend even 6 or 7 
cents a day for milk where the income 
is only 30 or 4 cents and sometimes 
nothing. Charity must provide for the 
babies of such poverty-stricken people.

To that fashionable hostelry 
the Democrats removed their official 
workshop a year ago, following the re- 
fusal of Proprietor Griswold of the La- 
clede to provide accommodations there 
free of charge. 

Mr. Griswold tolq Chairman Evans 
that, while he had always been giad 
to extend any courtesy possible to the 
Democratic party,“he had found after 
many years that it dién’t pay to give 
anything away. ' 

“My rooms cost money,’’ said Col. 
Griswold, ‘‘and I want the Democratic 
party to pay me $100 a month if they 
occupy them.” 

Judge Evans and his associates re- 
sented Col. Griswold’s attitude. They 
said his proposition was preposterous.

The appointment of the committee of 
five is believed by railroad men to indi- 
cate the railroads’ almost unanimous 
objection to entering into the teaming 
business and to the creation of a mo- 
nopoly in transfer. 

The position of the Big Four, taken 
by Walter Nichols, assistant general 
freight agent in St. Louis, was against 
the proposed monopoly in transfer. This 
stand was taken last winter by the 
company, when it was decided that the 
depots of the St. Louis Transfer Co. 
and the Columbia Transfer Co. be used 
as the St. Louis depots of the Eastern 
lines not owning terminals in St. Louis. 

As the Wabash, Burlington and Louis-

TERMINAL PLANS. 

The report of the Municipal Terminal Commission 
concerning the physical improvement of bridges and 
terminals contains suggestions of the highest inter- 
est and importance, both to the people of St. Louis 
and the managements of St. Louis railtoads. It of- 
fers a comprehensive plan of improvements embrac- 
ing ‘a new bridge, extensive freight warehouses in 
different parts of the city, with team and railroad 
tracks and extended wharf space for ferries and 
tracks. The plan contemplates a complete single 
scheme of bridges and terminals for all railroads 
entering the city and embraces facilities for handling 
freight within the city and for transferring it across 
the river. 

The comprehensive scope of the plans and the 
many problems involved in them make it impossible 
to analyze them and to judge of their value and 
feasibility without careful examination and deliber- 
ation, but undoubtedly they offer many excellent 
and desirable features which would go far towards 
solving the physical problems of the bridge and 
terminal situation. It is not worth while to discuss 
the suggestion that the city build the $8,000,000 
bridge at Poplar street as the city has reached the 
constitutional limit of indebtedness and has pro- 
vided only $3,500,000 for a new bridge. 

Nevertheless, these things might be arranged so 
that all of these suggested additions and improve- 
ments might be obtained if only the terms and con- 
ditions are satisfactory—if only St. Louis is assured 
the ends for which the people have been striving for 
vears, the abdlition of all monopoly tolls and 
the adjustment of terminal charges upon a fair basis 
which will guarantee to St. Louis for al] time her 
just share of the benefits to be derived from the 
grants and expenditures. 

The commission does not suggest what- arrange- 
ment shall be made. It merely advises the organ- 
ization of an association to manage the bridges and 
terminals for the benefit of both the railroads and 
the public. There is no objection to such an arrange- 
ment if the public and the railroads stand upon 
equal terms, if the protection of the city’s rights and 
interests can be guaranteed in the agreements and in

Millionaires 
have subscribed money, persons of culture have 
given their labor to purify the taste of the multitude 
and popularize Wagner, Mozart and Beethoven. But 
so far their efforts have been vain. The organ 
grinder has continued to grind out the worst and 
his monkey has gathered in the more small coins 
for his condescension to men of low estate and 
taste. Now all is to be changed. The menace to 
musical taste will be removed. Workingmen them 
selves have appeared as censors of taste and only 
nonunion organ grinders can blow out other than 
classical themes. 

The purification of taste, the diffusion of true 
culture, the uplift of the soul—these are the new 
objects of the labor unions. May they prosper ‘ 
mightily in their esthetic crusade.

“T doubt if this will ever be done, for 
soon after I tried it a law was passed 
making it illegal to throw from _ the 
monument, and the one who does it is 
subject to arrest and a fine of $500.’’ 

Other claims, however, are made to 
honor of being the player who “came 
the closest to it.”” Clark Griffith said 
here last week that the nearest ap- 
proach ever made to catching a ball 
from the obelisk was made by old ‘‘Pop”’ 
Schriver, who is now playing first base 
for the Harrisburg Club of the Outlaw 
League. Grif said he dropped the ball 
out of one of the windows and the bulb 
hit ‘‘Pop’s’’ mitt and caromed to the 


ground. 

Phil Baker is also said to have al- 
most nabbed the ball back in the ’80s. 
At that time old citizens who watched 
the performance say the ball described 
several spiral motions on its downward 
course, which none of them was able 
to explain, and which made the catching 
of the ball a dangerous pastime for the 
players.

CORNELL'S GREAT RECORD 


Ithacans Have Won 35 Out of 
01 Rowing Contests. 


Out of the 51 boat races in which Cor- 
nell has entered a ’Varsity crew, begin- 
ning in 1872, the Ithacans have won 33, 
or twice as many as they have lost. No 
university or college can point to any- 


thing like such a record. Cornell’s 
rowing began with the famous Saratoga 
regatta of 1875, when for the first time 
the Ithacans met Yale, Harvard. Co- 
lumbia, with Williams, Princeton, Am- 
hert, Dartmouth, Brown, Union, Hamil- 
ton and other colleges which have long 
since given up rowing. The Ithacans 
won easily and from that time on have 
been steadily advancing until today Cor- 
nell is conceded to be the first on the 
water. 

From 1875 to 1884 the Cornell successes 
were moderate, but from that time on 
Courtney became a power at Ithaca and 
Cornell has been uniformly successful. 
From 188 until 1896 the "Varsity never 
lost a race. Since the regatta at 
Poughkeepsie was started Cornell has 
won eight out of the 11 races rowed 
there, and was likewise successful] in 
the two races on the Thames, at New 
London, and one on the Charles River, 
against Harvard, this year. In 1902 and 
19038 the Ithacans won all three races 
at Poughkeepsie.

NEW YORK, July 7.—United States

Ward remarked that he had 
twice crossed the ocean in quest of thei 
trophy that was emblematic of the 
world’s championship at the sport; and 
that he would never again consider be- 
ing selected as a member of an Ameri- 
can team. Ward said that his days of 
active tennis playing were over and 
that from the showing that Raymond 
D. Little had made this year in the in- 
ternational competitions it was evident 
that there were several players in this 
country who could be developed and be- 
come equal to the task of returning thé 
cup. 

The news that Beals C. Wright's in- 
jured finger had been amputated 
brought forth expressions of sympathy 
from Ward. It was to this injury, on 
the eve of the team’s sailing, that Ward 
attributed much of the poor showing 
of the Americans on the English courts 
this year. From the moment it oc- 
curred at the house of the Crescent 
Athletic Club at Bay Ridge,

NO ATHLETIC CLUBS 
FOR COLLEGIANS 


Amateur Athletic Union to 
Take Much Desired 
Action. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 7.—The discussion 
about the barring of college athletes 
from athletic clubs has at length reached 
the point where action is promised by 
the Amateur Athletic Union. It is un- 
derstood that Bartow 8S. Weeks of the 
New York Athletic Club will introduce 
a resolution to the national body that 
college athletes be not permitted to 
compete for athletic clubs. 

This plan has been favored for a long 
time because of abuses arising out of it. 
The big athletic clubs have been able 
to attract men from the universities, 
and, as a result, they have taken the 
major portion of the big prizes with 
their men really imported for the oc- 
casion, 

If the supply is limited by taking away 
the college men, the clubs will be forced 
to develop their own men. This will, in 
the end, lead to better results. There 
will be more opportunity for the young 
fellow who is working and who is fond 
of athletic sports to come out and work 
under good trainers in the big clubs. 

To be sure, the quality of performance 
may, for the time being, be lowered; but 
eventually there will be a big fleet of 
home-bred talent. The point raised is 
the encouragement of the local athlete. 

They will want to keep up their ath- 
letic work, and this will be a grand 
chanoe for them. The standard of ex- 
cellence in athletics among the school- 
boys is so much higher now than it was 
a few years ago, and is rising so steadily, 
than in a short time, even if the supply 
of college men is cut off, there will be 
plenty to fall back upon.

Walter J, Travis Wants More 
Variety in the Courses 
Here. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—“I do not know 
of a single real golf links throughout 
the whole length and breadth of; this 
country.”’ 

This is the statement of Walter J. 
Travis in the current Country Life in 
America, in an article on ‘“‘The Proper 
Laying Out of Golf Courses.’’ 

Here are some quotations from Travis’ 
article: 

“Your true links are found principally 
on the seaside of Great Britain and are 
formed of stretches of sand dunes vary- 
ing in height and contour, with occa- 
sional tracts of ground on practically 
the same level, but interspersed with 
undulations of surface—all covered with 
a short, compact growth of very fine 
grass, varied with patches of coarser 
growth, caJled bent. . 

“The putting greens are situated in 
hollows or on small! plateaus, usually, 
and are for the larger part of an undu- 
lating character, more or less pro- 
nounced—something after the style of 
the ninth and tenth greens at Myopia. 

“The hazards are largely natural, con- 
sisting of the breaking away by erosion 
of portions of the sand dunes, leaving 
pots filled with sand. In addition to 
these natura] hazards others have been 
artificially made from time to time. The 
result is that nearly every green is 
marked by the immediate proximity of 
a hazard—several, in many instances— 
necessitating careful play. There is an 
entire absence of bunkers, stretching 
completely across the fairway—as with 
us. Pots, of varied extent, or the sandy 
faces of dunes. take their place, while 
great variety of elevation and carry in 
the various strokes is necessary, accord- 
ing to the height and distance of the 
intervening dunes, both from the tee 
and through the green. The fairway is 
much narrower than on our courses; 
hazards are far more numerous, and the 
sides, off the course, offer every induce- 
ment for straight play, being liberally 
provided with whins or rough grass, 
from which it is only possible, in many 
cases, to merely, get the ball on to 
the nearest point of the fairway with 
the aid of a niblick.”

CORNELL'S GREAT RECORD 


Ithacans Have Won 35 Out of 
51 Rowing Contests. 


Out of the 51 boat races in which Cor- 
nell has entered a 'Varsity crew, begin- 
ning in 1872, the Ithacans have won 3, 
or twice as many as they have lost. No 
university or college can point to any- 


thing like such a record. Cornell's 
rowing began with the famous Saratoga 
regatta of 1875, when for the first time 
the Ithacans met Yale, Harvard. Co- 
lumbia, with Williams, Princeton, Am- 
hert, Dartmouth, Brown, Union, Hamil- 
ton and other Colleges which have long 
since given up rowing. The Ithacans 
won easily and from that time on have 
been steadily advancing until today Cor- 
nell is conceded to be the first on the 
water. 

From 1875 to 1884 the Cornell successes 
were moderate, but from that time on 
Courtney became a power at Ithaca and 
Cornell has been uniformly successful. 
From 18% until 189 the ’Varsity never 
lost. a race. Since the regatta at 
Poughkeepsie was started Cornell has 
won eight out of the 11 races rowed 
there, and was likewise successful in 
the two races on the Thames, at New 
London, and one on the Charles River, 
against Harvard, this year. In 1902 and 
1903 the Ithacans won all three races 
at Poughkeepsie.

come equal to the task of returning thé 
cup.

H0 ATHLETIC CLUBS 
FOR COLLEGIANS 


Amateur Athletic Union to 
Take Much Desired 
Action. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 7.—The discussion 
about the barring of college athletes 
from athletic clubs has at length reached 
the point where action is promised by 
the Amateur Athletic Union. It is un- 
derstood that Bartow S. Weeks of the 
New York Athletic Club will introduce 
a resolution to the national body that 
college athletes be not permitted to 
compete for athletic clubs. 

This plan has been favored for a long 
time because of abuses arising out of it. 
The big athletic clubs have been able 
to attract men from the universities, 
and, as a result, they have taken the 
major portion of the big prizes with 
their men really imported for the oc- 
casion. 

If the supply is limited by taking away 
the college men, the clubs will be forced 
to develop their own men. This will, in 
the end, lead to better results. There 
will be more opportunity for the young 
fellow who is working and who is fond 
of athletic sports to come out and work 
under good trainers in the big clubs. 

To be sure, the quality of performance 
may, for the time being, be lowered; but 
eventually there will be a big fleet of 
home-bred talent. The point raised is 
the encouragement of the local athlete. 

They will want to keep up their ath- 
letic work, and this will be a grand 
chanoe for them.

GOLF LINKS 


Walter J. Travis Wants More 
Variety in the Courses 
Here. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—“I do not know 
of a single real golf links throughout 
the whole length and breadth of; this 
country.”’ 

This is the statement of Walter J. 
Travis in the current Country Life in 
America, in an article on ‘“‘The Proper 
Laying Out of Golf Courses.’’ 

Here are some quotations from Travis’ 
article: 

“Your true links are found principally 
on the seaside of Great Britain and are 
formed of stretches of sand dunes vary- 
ing in height and contour, with occa- 
sional tracts of ground on practically 
the same level, but interspersed with 
undulations of surface—all covered with 
a short, compact growth of very fine 
grass, varied with patches of coarser 
growth, caJled bent. » 

“The putting greens are situated in 
hollows or on smal] piateaus, usually, 
and are for the larger part of an undu- 
lating character, more or less pro- 
nounced—something after the style of 
the ninth and tenth greens at Myopia. 

“The hazards are largely natural, con- 
sisting of the breaking away by erosion 
of portions of the sand dunes, leaving 
pots filled with sand. In addition to 
these natural hazards others have been 
artificially made from time to time. The 
result is that nearly every green is 
marked by the immediate proximity of 
a hazard—several, in many instances— 
necessitating careful play. There is an 
entire absence of bunkers, stretching 
completely across the fairway—as with 
us. Pots, of varied extent, or the sandy 
faces of dunes. take their place, while 
great variety of elevation and- carry in 
the various strokes is necessary, accord- 
ing to the height and distance of the 
intervening dunes, both from, the tee 
and through the green. The fairway is 
much narrower than on our courses; 
hazards are far more numerous, and the 
sides, off the course, offer every induce- 
ment for straight play, being .liberally 
provided with whins or rough grass, 
from which it is only possible, in many 
cases, to merely. get the ball on to 
the nearest point of the fairway with 
the aid of a niblick.”

In a letter to George C. Hitchcock, 
chairman of the City Council Ways 
and Means Committee, City Comptrol- 
ler James Y. Player objects to the bill 
authorizing the purchase of the old 
Fair Grounds for $1,767,000. The bill 
was recently passed by the House of 
Delegates without the Comptroller's 
certificate, and is pending in the 
Council. 

Mr. Player says that the passage of 
the bill by the House has given rise 
to serious misrepresentation by pro- 
moters of the scheme. 

‘There is not, as has been repre- 
sented to members of the House and 
to the press,’ says Mr, Player, ‘“‘an un- 
appropriated balance of $500,000 in 
the treasury to the credit of munict- 
pal revenue. There was on Friday a 
balance of $51,610.53 to the credit of 
the municipal revenue fund, but this 
is appropriated, though not disbursed,
